(1932) at the first time from northern Kyushu of Japan. Recently, this rush 
weed was discovered on arable sandy site of Setagaya, Tokyo, central Honshu 
in June 13, 1965. At present, the herbs are growing wild in sunny arable 
places and forming large communities in that locality.
